William Hurt was 75 years old when 
ho dUd his declaration. When he en- 
listed he resided in Bedford county, 
V^irginia, and entered the service in 
1778 with Capt. Alexander Cummins 
in the Uth Regiment of the Yiigiaia 
line Cols. Davis and Bluford were 
commanders of his regiment They 
marched from headquarters at Valley 
Forge to Monmouth, and he was in 
that battle under Gen. Lee. Gen. Lee 
retreated, and on his retreat was met 
by General Washington, '*aD4 some 
words of considerable warmth ensued, 
after which General Washington ad- 
vanced, and made a aeooad^attaek on 
the British." 

He says he then marched about 
sometbne in New Jenwy and Fianayl- 
vania, and then marched to the White 
Plains in the State of New York and 
encamped for some time-^RHB there 
he marched to Bonbrook, New Jersey, 
and took quarters for the winter. In 
the spring of he was diadiarged 
at that place. During a part of his 
service he was sergeant. The iuci- 
deatofche Bieeltag of Warfiiagtoa 
and Lee referred to above is mention- 
ed by the historians of tbe United 
States, but, it is not certain that any 
aooountof it is more suggestive than 
that of this old soldier when he says, 
*'And some words of considerable 
warmth ensued." Ridpath, in his 
history of Uu United States, savs of 
it: 

"Lee, who had opposed the battle, 
and was not anxious for victory, or- 
dered his line to fall back to a strong- 
er position, but the troops mistook his 
order, and began a retreat, the British 
<4iif|rlag after them. Washington 
met the fugitives, rallied them, ad- 
ministered a severe rebuke to Lee, and 
ordered him to the rear." 

We do not think we read it in any 
history— if not, it has come tQ us as a 
tradition, possibly through this sol- 
dier, or some of the others who were 
present ou the occasion, for several of 
tiie old pioneers of Adair wave la ttie 
battle, that the father of our country 
at the time in the righteoutness of 
his wrath indulged in expletivaa vary 
suggestive of tire and brimstone, and 
a place described in Miitoo,s Paradise 
Lost.

An- 
other of hie eons,''* L. B. Hurt, has 
served a term as Master Commissioner 
of the circuit court, and a term as 
oonnty otetk^ His Tonngeat son, 
Judge Rollin Hurt, of the Kentucky 
court of Appeals, also served two 
tenoa as County Attorney. 

James Irvine, another Revolution- 
ary soldier, has many descendants heie 
and elsewhara, men of high standing 
and influanee. Be glm bia aga aa 76 

years. 

He entered the service from Halll- 
fax county, Viiglnia, in lfai|r« ITM, in 
the 09th rejgiment Virginia line— un- 
der Capt. Rogers, the regiment com- 
manded bl OoL Hayma Morgan. 

His first services were against Lord 
Dunnmore, and in this service marched 
to a place called Cherry Point at the 
mouth of the Potomac. He then 
marched against ttie Cherokees to 
UMg Island of HolaUQ* where tbey 
boilt a fort. After retarninr homo be 
remained for some time as a minute 
man,iiady to be called out at any time. 
The next spring he was called out for 
a tour against the Tories, and marched 
to a river in North Carolina, called 
Tear river. They took several Tories 
and broke up some of their little 
stands where they were collected. Af- 
ter his return from Tear river, he took 
a tour in Sooth Carolina under Uie 
command of Col. Mason, marched to a 
place called Stonaw in South Carolina, 
where he was engaged in a ba^tte with 
the British. The regiment there was 
commanded by OoL WUUamaon, of 
Ha ■oaUeda^ lauaat 



He was then discharged oa the banks 
of the Santee River 

The next spring he was called out 
with his wagon andj/eam by the Quar- 
ter Master, and hauled from different 
parts of Hallifaz and Pittsylvania 
counties, provisions to a place called 
Peytonsburg. He also went from 
these counties to Goochland and Am- 
herst counties and hauled provisions 
of the army to Irvine's old store just 
below the mouth of Rockfish and 
James river. The provisieaa were re- 
ceived there by Richard Yarbour, 
Quarter Master. He then went with 
his wagon and team to Prioee Edward 
Court House, and took a load of pro 
vision and clothing for the^army. 

He never reived one cMt for the 
use of his wagon or team. 
^In September, 1781, he joined Gen 
Lawaea^ brig^e, and wasmandied to 
York, and there remained in camp 
until tbe siege commenced, and was 
la the siege from beginning to end. 
He then went to Maryland, and as- 
sisted to guard the prisoners taken in 
tiiat State. Habad his wagon and 
team in the serriea during the whcle 
of this tour, ooTOEing about ttiree 
months. 

He was placed by Col. Boyed in 
cliargeof the magazine at Boyed's 
laadhigfaiHallllteeaaaC^ ' at wbi^ 
point he was oogagad about four 

months. 

TUB old aaUler was bonr la HalUfaz 

county, Virginia, in the year 1754. 
When he came to Kentucky, he settled 
on' RaaBeli,s creek, Adair county, 
where he was living wtaiA he made 
his declaration. 

John Hamilton aged 73 years, asade 
application under the acts of 1818 and 
1820 He enlisted in 1777 In the coun- 
ty of Baltimore, Maryland, under 
Capt. John Smithy hi Uie lUrd Mary- 
land regiment 

During said service he was in many 
battles, to-wit, at the taking of Stony 
Point, at Gates Defeat, the battles of 
Guilford, Eutaw, Camden, Cowpens 
and several other battles and skir- 
mishes against the common enemy. 
He was appointed orderly sergeant 
and held this position until he was 
honorably discharged at Annapolis, 
Maryland. .-^-^ 

John Ross aged 71, applied Ibr pen- 
sion under the same acta. He served 
tours in the militia against the Cher- 
okee Indians and British. He then in 
17''6 enlisted from the county of Bed- 
ford, Virginia, in the company com- 
manded by Capt George Lambert, in 
the Uth Virginia regiment command- 
ed by Col. Charles Lewis, Geo. Wead- 
en's Brigade, and eonUnned in the 
serriea for ttw fbn tertao. He wis in 
the battles of Germantown, Stony 
Point, Brandy wine, and many other 
smaller angagaanenta.

His re- 
port, afterward puUished in a 
book entitled "Crime and the 
Sehofd," nuide a deep inqpnaakm. 

It traced the evil to one eaoae^ 
tha profoond aQal-diaeourag»> 
ment of the ehikl wlio knew not 
God. To aneh a ehOd at theage 
of ten, at the ige even of aeven, 
life became Htmrally not wwth 
livii.g, and he laid it down indis- 
pair, or failing courage for this 
supreme act of self-renunciation, 
he plunged into reckless self- 
indulgence and crime. This was 
the more expressive because, in 
laicizing the schools, the govern- 
ment had been clearsighted as to 
the moral danger involved, and 
hadcalledto ita aid tiw moat 
brilliant minda in France to pre- 
pireaaariaa of text hooka in 
morale, in wMeh all r e f e ren ce to 
religion ahoold be omitted, for 
every adiwri grade from the in- 
fant claas up. The result has 
been apparently, to the highest 
degree satisfactory. It would be 
difficuld to find in any country a 
series of text-books on ethics 
equal to these in literary charac- 
ter and pedagogic value. Yet 
ten yeara' uee of these text- 
books created ao thoceagh-going 
a paammiam among the cMldren 
that they foond goodnaaa ualt\uu9, 
worth iaairing and life not worth 
livings TberaaBlt of thie in- 
quiiy led the French govem- 
niaBt to adndt that ho w ever little 
the grown man may find a need 
for any Supreme Being, yet, dur- 
ing the educational period of the 
child the ultimate sanction of 
morals must be found in God, 
and, notwithstanding the clamors 
of the atheistic group, the name 
of God is no longer excluded 
tma school text-books of morala.

The condition of the main 
roads in this county is such that 
no man who really desires good 
roads can escape the importance 
«f aecurinff State Aid and build- 
mile poeaibto withfii 
TIm fmtk ia that 
ipoaad boMfaig by 
bomwiair tlM ponar andiHiiing 
boada certainly cannot, and will 
aoti oppoaa Stat* Aid to set as 
many milea aa we can of srood 
roads, but regardless of what 
we need or what we desire in 
this line, no effort has been made 
to draw a dollar from the State 
out of the levy for this year. It 
was a hard battle to accomplish 
Hiia last year, and while only a 
feeble atart baa been made, yet 
w wiO draw -from ' the State 
iMd fond OMC KOOO vbicb. 
added to Hm cooBtjr levy and the 
■nbacriptiDB fk«n tbe people on 
the road to be improved, make a 
little over $13,000 to be put into 
road building. It is belieyed 
that this amount of money will 
build five or six miles of good 
road, and this will be accom- 
plished this year, the work to be- 
gin as soon as the weather per- 
mits. The small amount of cash 
lo be pat into constnictioo waai 
not iuflfeient to bring road build- 
Ma to our eooatj ao thck eourt 
took the reapon^bUitar of boUd- 
ingit. TUa being true the court 
had to purchase road madiinery 
which must be pi^d for oat of 
the 1916 levy and amounts to 
over $4,000. Here it is in a nut 
shell, so to speak. It is held that 
the county can not pay for the 
machinery and have funds neces- 
sary to ask and receive State aid 
for road construction out of this 
years levy, so accepting this no 
money can be provided forboild- 
Ing thia year and our coonty win 
pay over fl4»00P to the gener- 
al ftmd to baflii 'loada In other 
eeontieB. Thia. doea not aeem 
floodbariaaii nor beat for the 
i mpro v e ment of our roads, and 
we suggest the following pro- 
ceedure to keep the work moving 
and to put every dollar possible 
into our roads as follows: Call 
the fiscal court to meet early in

By and by the light may shine 
and this county pursue a course 
that will relieve it from its pres- 
ent condition.

When animals became domes- 
ticated, the whole animal re- 
placed the skin as the unit of val- 
ue. Among domestic animals 
oxen and sheep were the earliest 
forms of money. An ox was 
considered worth ten sheep. 
Cattle are still raeognized as the 
wealth amt among Zotaia and 
Kaffira.
